action; much more to enrage Men of Spirit and 


Diſtinction, and that too with downright Injuries. 


We may. flatter our ſelves, that Property is always 
= © the Source of Power; but Property, like all other 


Poſſeſſions, has its Effects according; to the Talents 


and Abilities. of the Owner; and as it is allowd, 


that Courage and Learning are very common Quali- 
© ties in that Nation, it ſeems not very adviſeable to 
« provoke the greateſt, and, for ought we can tell, 
the beſt Men amongſt them. Thus we are barr d 
from making this Law by prudential Reaſons, as 
« well as from the inviolable Rule of [Juſtice and 


( common Right, with Relation to the Scorch Peers: 


But if we conſider the Matter with Regard to the 
King's Prerogative, this Law would diminiſh it to 
an irreparable Degree; and it is a ſtrange Time to 
take away Power, when it is in the Poſſeſſion of a 


. Prinee, who uſes it with ſo much Moderatien, that 


© he is willing to reſign it: But we are to conſider the 
Prerogative as Part of the Eſtate of the Crown, 
and not conſent to the taking it out of the Crown, 
till we fee juſt Occaſion for it. His Majeſty's Indul- 
5 2 makes it ſafe in his Royal Breaſt; and we 
know of nothing, any other of the Family has 
done, to alter it for fear of him. The Prerogative 
© can do no hurt, when Miniſters do their Duty; but 
* afettled Number of Peers may abuſe their Power, 
when no Man is anſwerable for them, or can call 
them to an Account for their Incroachments. It is 
laid, and truly too, that the Manner of their Power 

will be the ſame as now ; but then the * 
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of it may bealter'd, when they are an unchangeable 


* Body: Schemes of Grandeur and Oppreſſion can be 
* form'd to invade the Property, as well as Liberty, of | 


© their Fellow-Subje&s ; which would, according to | 


* the preſent Eſtabliſhment, be vain to undertake, | 
© when they are ſabje& to an Alteration before their 
Project could be ripen'd into Practice and Uſfurpati- 


on. As for any ſudden and ſurprizing Way of 
Creation, that lies before the Legiſlature for Cen- 


« ſure; and the great Diminution which all Creations 
bring upon the King's Authority, is a ſufficient De- 


« fence againſt the abuſive Imployment of that Au- 


« thority this Way: For when the King makes Peers, 
© he makes perpetual Opponents of his Will and | 
Power, if they ſhall think fit; which one Confide- | 
ration cannot but render frequent Creations terrible 


© to the Crown. This Conſtitution has ſubſiſted in 


< Spite of Convulſions and Factions, without re- 
* ſtraining or repreſſing the Extent of the Legiflative | 
Powers; nor is it poſſible for any Man, or Aﬀem- 
© bly of Men, to circumſcribe their diſtinct Autho- | 
© rities: No, they are to be left eternally at large; 


| © and the Safety of each Part, and the Good of the | 


Whole, are to be the Rules of their Conduct: And 
as *tis impoſſi ble to foreſee all the Circumſtances # 
« which muſt ariſe before them, there is no other fafe 


Way but leaving them at large, as vigilant Checks 
upon each other, equally unconfin'd, but by Reaſon |? 


and Juſtice. If there was any Outrage committed in 
* the Caſe of the twelve Gentlemen, the Peers thould | 
have then withſtood the receiving of them, or done 
what they thought fit at another Seaſon for their 
Satisfaction; and not, when it is too late, inſtead of 
4a ſſerti ng their Liberties, mediate their future Securi- 


0 tin unreaſonable Conceſſions from the Crown, and 
+ Diſcouragements upon the Merits of the Commons: 
And can the Gentlemen in preſent Power reafonably 


think, that the Conſummation of the Englifk Glory 


and Merit, is to cloſe and reſt in their Perſons? 


After the Bill has ſufficiently provided for the A- 
* riſtocracy over theſe Dominions, it goes into a kind 
of OEconomy and Order among themſelves, which 
relates to their Nobility and not to their Peerage. 
We plain Men and Commoners will not diſpute 
* about any Thing which we know to be _ 
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they pleaſe, without our 
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« trifling and ornamental; and if they will be ſatiſ- 
« ty'd with a Power in them as Peers, they ſhall be

© However, conſidering what Equivalent was given

Mr. Secretary g: ſpoke on 
the ſame Side, and urg'd, among other Reaſons, © That 
his Majeſty, ſince his Acceſhon to the Throne, had 
© had no other View than to procure the Good and 
© Happineſs of his Subjects, and to ſecure their Rights 
© and Liberties. That having, in his royal Wiſdom, 
© confider'd the Abuſe that was made, in the laſt 
© Reign, of that Branch of the Prerogative, relating 
© to the Creating of Peers, which Abuſe had brought 
© the Liberties of Great Britain, and of all Europe, 


into imminent Danger; his Majeſty, through 2 


© Condeſcenſion worthy of a Prince truly Magnani- 
© mous, had graciouſly been pleas'd to conſent, that 
© ſuch Bounds be ſet to that Part of the Prerogative, 
© as may prevent wy exorbitant and dangerous Exer- 
© ciſe of it for the Time to come: That *twas only in 
the Reigns of good Princes, that Legiſlators had 
© Opportunities to remedy and amend the Defects to 
* which all human Inſtitutions are ſubje& ; and that 
© it the preſent Occaſion of rectifying that 2 — 
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< Flaw in our Conſtitution were loſt, it might, per- 
© haps, never be retriev d. Mr. M—— 1, formerly 
© Secretary of State, anſwer'd Mr. C- gs, And 
© ſhew'd the Danger of making Alterations in the 
© fundamental. Laws and ancient Conſtitution ; 
< urging the Compariſon of a Building, in which 
© the Removing one ſingle Stone from the Foun- 
© dation, may endanger the whole Edifice Mr. 
© H=———0ze, and ſome others, ſpoke on the ſame 
Side, after which Mr. Attorney-General made a 
long Speech, and own'd, That he did not like 
* this Bill, as it was ſent down to them, yet he 
© did not doubt but it might be made a good one, 
provided the Lords would give the Commons an

and makes an entire gracious Dependence, that they will 
ſtill continue willing and unweary'd, according to the

HE King commits to the India Company the Mas

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Bills, and all Bills of 10 Livres are to be recall'd in two 
Months, and the Bank is not to give out the Species at 2 
higher Rate than the current Price.

The 
three hundred Millions to be paid this Vear, are to re- 
main in the Bank, to ferve his Majeſty on his extraordi- 
nary Occaſions. The India Company is not to advance 
any Sum to his Majeſty upon any Pretence whatever, 
nor the Bank make any Payments for him, till the Funds 
anſwering the ſame are actually in their Caſh, 
The King enables the Company to grant Annuities up- 
on themſelves of two Millions a Year, at 2 per Cent, ma- 
king a Capital of five hundred Millions. 


Theſe were the chief Propoſals made on the Part of 
the King, and accepted by the Company, whereby it 
appears, That the ſpeedy. Subſcription of the Miſiſhppi 
Stock, which was cry'd.up as a Miracle, was, in Reality, 
no Matter of Surprize, ſeeing that out of 1500 Milli- 
ons, the King had goo, without including the Shares of 
the Princes of the Bload, the Miniſters, and Favourites 
of Mr. Law. Theſe Regulations were not at firſt well 
reliſh'd by the Generality of the Members of the Com- 
pany ; and their Stock began to fall upon it. Men could 
not perſwade themſelves that the Company would be 
able ro pay the King 300 Millions in one Year: It was 
rather expected, that that Sum, or the remaining 600 
| Millions, ſhould have been deducted out of the 1600 
Millions which the King ow'd the Company : But the 
very Arreſt alledges, that this could not be done, becauſe 
his Majeſty. was.engag'd by a Declaration, nor to redeem 
any Part of the Sum due to che Company, till after the 
Expiration of 25 Years, Thus the King fold all his Stock 
at once, and the ggeat Men fold their Shares, or, at leaſt, 
the greateſt part of them; inſomuch, that the Buyers 
met with a very different Fate from the firſt Subſcribers;

We return now to the Finances of this Kingdom. 
When Mr. Law's Project was firſt begun to be put in 
Practice, it was ſaid, that he intended to render Money 
of no Uſe in France, which was generally exploded as 
a Thing imprafticable : Nevertheleſs, whether it were 
his Intention or not, ic was well nigh effected; for the 
Uſe of Gold was actually aboliſh'd, and the Silver Coin 
was not allow'd to be tender'd and accepted in Payments 
of 100 Livres and upwards, ſo that the Bank Bulls grew 
current every Where, and Money was almoſt quite out 
of Ule in the French Dominious. The e py 
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Nord on that Subject, being, perhaps, without any In- 
ſtance ſince the Records of Time, deſerves (at leaſt fo much 
of it 2s is neceſſary for the underſtanding of theſe new 
Regulations) to be inſerted in this Collection. 


Majeſty's Declaration for 7 lating the Currency of the 
Hs Majeſ Species of Gold and Silver Coin. 


EW1S, by the Grace of God, King of France and 

Navarre, to all who ſhall fee theſe Preſents, Greet- 
ing. To procure to our Subjects the Lowering of the 
Prices of Proviſions, to maintain the publick Credit, to 
facilitate the Circulation enlarge Commerce, and encou- 
nge Manufactures, we have judg' d it was proper to lower 
the Price of the Species, to aboliſh the Uſe of thoſe of 
Gold, and to convert the Crowns into more convenient 
Species for Commerce. For theſe Cauſes, with the Ad- 
vice of our moſt dear and moſt beloved Uncle the Duke 
of Orleans, Regent, Cc. and of our certain Knowledge, 
full Power, and Royal Authority, we have, by theſe 
Preſents, ſign'd with our own Hand, ſaid, enacted, and 
ordain'd, as follows : | 

1. That all the Species of Gold ſhall continue to be 
current in Trade, and to be receiv'd at the Bank-Offices 
at the Rates ſer forth by the 7th Article of the Arreſt of 
the Council of the 5th Inſtant, to the 2oth Day of this 
Month, for the City of Paris, and to the 1ſt of April 
next for the Provinces; and that they ſhall be receiv'd, 
during the ſame Time, in the Mint-Offices; as alſo the 
Bullion of Gold, at the Rate fix'd by the 8th Article of 
the faid Arreſt: And even that the ſaid Species and 
Bullion may be carry'd to the ſaid Offices of the Bank 
and Mint, without being liable to be ſeiz d, ſtopt, or 
confiſcared upon the Road, and the Owners oblig'd to 
declare their Names.

of any Perſons, were confiſcated, and the Poſleſſors of

HE King having made Prohibition, by bis De- 

claration of the x1th of the preſent Month, to 
all his Subjects, and to the Foreigners being in the 
Kingdom, to keep in what Places ſoever, after the iſt 
of May next, any Gold Species of France or foreign, 
or any Gold Bullion; and after the laſt of December 
following, any Silver Bullion or Species of France ot 
foreign, except the Sixths and Twelfths of Crowns, and 
Silver Livres coin'd purſuant to the Declaration of 


the 19th of December 1718, and the Edict of the 


Month of December 1919, and the Silver Lewis which 
ſhall be coin'd purſuanc to the Edict of the preſent 
Month; bis Majeſty has been inform'd, that in order 
to facilitate the Execution of thoſe Diſpoſitions, and 


the others contain'd in the ſame Declaration, _ Fo 
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hinder the ill Uſe that might be made of them, ic was 
of Conſequence to forbid the Importation into the King- 
dom of all Sorts of Gold and Silver Species, either of 
France or foreign Countries; and even of Gold and Sil- 
ver Bullion, except ſuch as ſhall be brought for the Ac- 
count of the India Company, which is charg'd to furniſh 
with it the Goldſmiths and others, whoſe Profeſſion it 
is to make Uſe of it; for which his Majeſty being will. 
ing to make Proviſion, the Report of Mr. Law, the King's 
Counſellor in all his Councils, Controller-General of the 
finances, being heard, his Majeſty being in his Council, 
by the Advice of the Duke of Orleans, Regent, has made 
moſt expreſs Prohibition to all Perſons, as well Subjects 
4 Foreigners, to begin from the Day of the Publication 
of the preſent Arrer, till the laſt Day of December 
next, to cauſe to be imported into the Kingdom any 
Gold and Silver Species of France or foreign Countries, 
or even Gold and Silver Bullion, on Pain of Confiſcation 
for the Profit of the India Company, not only of the 
ſaid Species and Bullion, but alſo of the Horſes, Cares, 
Coaches, and other Carriages, Ships and Veſlels in which 
they ſhall be found, and a Fine of 19000 Livres. His 
Majeſty ordains, That the Bullion which hall be brought 
into the Kingdom in Ships arriving from long Voyages, 
ſhall be declar'd on the ſame Penalty, and ſhall remain 
lepoſited, to be ſent Abroad, unleſs the Owners chuſe 
nther to ſell ic to the India Company : However, it is 
not his Majeſty's Intention to forbid Travellers to carry - 
with them the Species only neceſſary for their Jour- 
ney; and he permits to the India Company the Im-

; Some Time after this there was a Kind of Revolution 
in the Affairs of France, which brought down Mr. Law

Lands : This general Miſery forc'd Part of the Nobility 


to ſell their Eſtates at a low Price, to maintain them- 


ſelves in his Majeſty's Service; and the other Part of 


the Nobility had their Lands ſeiz d: The King's Favours 


were their only Reſonrce; and his Majeſty was not in 2 
Condition to grant them, and even could not pay the 
Salaries of Officers, and the Penſions which had been 
granted for the Reward of Services: The Manufacture, 


Commerce, and Navigation had almoſt ceas'd ; The Mer- 
_ Chant and Trader were reduc'd to Bankruptcy, and the

Minors, to Hoſpitals, to Communities, and others the 
moſt privileg'd Creditors; and, at the ſame Time, for

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This was ſo very nice an Affair, that the Bankers and 
Merchants wiſely declin'd giving their Opinions v 
it, knowing they muſt either bely their own Judgment: 
or incur the Diſpleaſure of the Court. ; 

About this Time the Court ſent to the Parliament the 
King's Declaration concerning a Project of Accomme 
dation relating to the Pope's Bull Unigenitns, command. 
ing them to regiſter the ſame, inſinuating to them, 
that if they comply'd with the Defires of the Coun, 
they might hope to be recall'd to Paris; if not, they 
might expect to be ſent farther off; but neither theſe 
Promiſes nor Threats had any Effect on that Aſſembly, 
Who looking on the Conſtitution to be, in many Re- 
ſpects, injurious to the Crown, the Rights of the Sub.

was highly reſented by the Regent, who, on the 230, 
went himſelf to the Great Council, with the Princes 
of the Blood, and 20 Dukes and Peers, being refolv'd 
to cauſe the ſaid Declaration to he regiſter'd, The 
Chancellor ſar as Preſident in the Council, having on 
His Right the Duke of Orleans, the Princes of the Blood, 
and the Peers of France, and on his Left the Preſident 
and Counſellors of the Great Council; and as foon 35 
they had taken their reſpective Places, the Chancellor 
made a Speech to the Aſſembly, and declar'd the King;

give a particular Account: But ir is very obſervable, 
that whereas about a Year ago the Silver and Gold 
Species were cry'd down, to make Room for Paper- 
Money; ſo, on the contrary, the Bank Bills, or Paper-

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of the Kingdom. This Viciſſitude was the natural Effect 
of the violent Means that had been us'd in France for 
ſome Time-before, upon Pretence of diſcharging the 
Debts of the Nation : This was the plauſible Pretence, 
and grew to be the Cry of the gull d People: But Expe- 
rience ſoon convinc'd them, that this new Way of pay- 
ing of Debts without Money, ſerv'd only to enrich ſome 
few Managers; but prov'd the Ruin of the Generality 
of the Nation. Among the many Arrets that were pub- 
liard about this Time, there was one very remark- 
able, which, ſtrairen'd as we are, we muſt nevertheleſs 
find Room to inſert : It ſeem'd calculated to bring, as it 
were; to Juſtice ſuch as had enrich'd themſelves, and then 
fold out their Stocks in the Bank and India Company;

count the Spaniards have given of this Action is as 
follows : _ | 


N the 15th of November, at Day-break, the Mar- 

queſs de Lede, Commander in Chief of the Spauifþ 
Forces in Africa, caus'd the Gallies to approach the 
Shore by Ceuta, as near as poſlible to the Camp and 
Trenches of the Moors, and ro connonade- them. Some 
Hours after, the Marqueſs advancing with his Troops by 
Land, attack d thoſe Trenches. They were guarded by 
14000 Foot, and about 3000 Horſe, which, it is ſaid, 
were of the King of Meqrinez's Guards, and were all 
cloathed in White. After a Fight of ſeveral Hours the 
Spaniards carry'd the Trenches, and made themſelves 
Maſters of the Camp, taking three Standards, and one 
Colour, a Braſs Mortar for Bombs, 21 Pieces oft Cannon, 
(Part Brafs, the reſt Iron) 3000 Bullers of different Sizes, 


200 Bombs, a great Number. of Tools for throwing 
Ground, a great Quancity of Oats and Meal, which was 
Uſtributed among che Troops, ſome Tents, ſeveral Mules, 


and 


up 
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and Horſes, and other Things. The Number of Moors 
kill'd in the Camp was reckon'd to be above 3000 : The 


Baſhaw being very dangerouſly wounded, recir'd with 


the reſt of his Army towards Tetran, taking with him 
the Horſe-Tail. The Number of Priſoners was not 
great, becauſe the Moors refus'd Quarter, and thoſe who 
retir'd, fled with the | greateſt Precipitation: The 
Baſhaw's Seeretary is among the Priſoners. On our Side 
No more than 150 were wounded, and about 50 kill'd; 
among the former is the Chevalier de Lede, Brother of 
the Marqueſs, who was ſhot with a Muſket-Ball, that 
went in at his Mouth and out at his Neck, which 
Wound is however judg'd curable ; and among the latter 
are three Captains and two Lieutenants. The Reſiſtance 
made by the Moors in this Action was very obſtinate; 
for having been four Times broken, they rally'd and 
made Head again, more reſvlutely every Time than 
the former; particularly the Baſhaw diſtinguiſh'd him- 
ſelf; and our Men gave ſignal Proofs of their Valour 
upon this Occaſion, - The Moors were lodg'd in Barracks 
built of Wood, that form'd a Kind of Town, in the 
midſt of which, the Baſhaw had for his Quarters ſeve 
ral Apartments, all communicating with each other by 
a great Number of Doors and Paſlages like a Labyrinth; 
where the Marqueſs de Lede has taken up his own Quar- 
ters for the preſent, and his Troops have theirs in the 
conquer'd Camp and Trenches. Immediately afcer the 
Action was over, his Excellency diſpatch'd firſt the 
Count de Carvacal, who arriv'd laſt Night, and after 
him the Viſcount Francici, Captain of the Friezland Re. 
giment of Dragoons, who came hither this Morning 
with the three Standards and the Colours; and the Par. 
ticulars above-mention'd were broughr by theſe Officers, 
who ſay, That in this vigorous Action the Moors be- 
hav'd with great Skill, like the moſt regular Troops, 
being commanded by Renegado Officers of determin'd 
Courage, The News of this Victory was immediately 
made publick, the Bells of the Royal Church were rung 


above an Hour, and this Morning Te Deum was ſung in 


the Preſence of their Majeſties, attended by the whole 
Court in ſplendid Habits, for a Succeſs ſo much deſir 0, 
the Barbarians having at length been forc'd to raiſe « 
Siege which had laſted 26 Years.

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Ceuta is a Town of Africa, lying in the Streights of 
Gibraltar ; Ic is in the Kingdom of Fez, in the Province 
of Hobat, and was formerly the Capital of Maurenia 
Tingitans : The Romans call d ir Civitas, and Pomponius 
Meia, Septa. It was taken from the Romans by the 
Goths : The Arabians were Maſters of it afterwards, and 
in 1421 John I. King of Portugal, took it from the 
Moors. Philip II. King of Spain, having gain'd all Por- 
mal in 1580, and obſerving the Strength and Impor- 
tance of this Place, and how near it was to his King- 
dom of Spain, put a. Spaniſh Governor into it, which 
was the Reaſon that this was the only Place that was 
left to Spain, when, in 1640, all the Places which be- 
long'd ro che Crown of Portugal, having all, except 
this, Portugueze Governors, ſhook off, in one Day, the 
Spaniſh Yoke, to acknowledge their own natural Sove- 
reign. The Moors beſieg'd it in 1695, and have lain be-
